Reviews the Work ofthe Various

Recemmendations, 
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ATLANTA FACES A CRISIS 


IND MUST ISSUE BONDS) — ering Kentucky Tobacea 


He Recommends Abolishing the 
System of Ward Physicians, 
and Wants All City Boards 
Reduced in Membership---He 
Believes City Has Prospered 
Under State Prohibition. 


Mayor Robert F. Maddox delivered 
ois annual address to the general 
council last evening at 7:30 o’clock and 
what he had to say was listened to 
with marked attention. 

He reviews the work of the cffy gov- 
ernment for the past year and takes up 
the work of the ensuing year with 
such recommendations as he believes 
should be made in regard to the more 
important features of 
nictpal affairs. 

Above all things he urges with all 
the power of words at his command 
that the bond election for $3,000,000 
be earried. He says the city is: now 
facing a crisis and the bonds must be 
issued if Atlanta is to prosper in the 
future. 

He recommends abolishing the pres- 
ent system of ward-physicfans, and 
says that there should be only’ three 
city. physicians, to whom should be 
paid substantial salaries. 

The mayor states that the city is not 
only carrying over bills of past year, 
but has in the treasury a surplus of 
$50,000, which is one of the finest finan- 
cial showings ever made by the city. 

He @eelares that prohibition has not 
hurt Atianta in any way, that real é€s- 
tate values treve increased and the num- 
be? of arrests and cases of drunken- 
ness made by the police were less than 
before the state prohibition law went 
into effect. 


City Boards Too Large. 


He takes the position that the city 
boards are too large and unwieldy, 
and recommends that the city be di- 
vided into five districts and that e 
board member be elected for three 
years from each ‘district. 

He reviews the stockade investiga- 
tion and asks council to make a suf- 
ficient appropriation this year to im- 
prove the stockade building and fur- 
nish the prisoners with working uni- 
forms. 

He advocates creating the office of 
city auditor, the position to be filled 
by council. Hs also recommends the 
publishing of the city’s financial con- 
dition from iime to time. 

He indorses the idea of the Chamber 
of Commerce to create a board of mu- 
nicipal’ research. 

The mayor pays high compliments 
to the police department, the schools 
and the members of the old council 
for v@luable services rendered. 

He states that the city will begin 
the yéar with no bills carried over 
and with an increased income of over 
$7,000,000. 

His address follows in full: 

“Mr. Mayor Pro Tem., Gentlemen of 
the General Council, and Fellow 
Citizens: 

*Tt is with sincere pleasure that I 
@reet you this evening, the occasion 
marking the end of the first year of 
my administration, and the beginning 
of the second. Our ranks are un- 
diminished by death, and one year’s 
work has been done with no serious 
or hurtful differences of opinion. 

“Our beloved city has been spared 
any disaster by famine, pestilence, 
tornado or conflagration, and her 
bah rapidly recuperating from

RESTRAINT -OF TRADE 
BASIS: FOR INTERFERENCE 


The National Government Will 
Take Hand in Kentucky To- 
bacco War by Beginning Pro- 
ceedings Against the Burley 
Tobacco Society~«Agents’ Al- 
ready Sent Out. 


Washington, Jantary %—The gov- 
ernment.is preparing to go after the 
“Night Riders” in the tobacco district 
of Kentucky and Tennessee by. begin- 
ning proceedings against the Buricy 
Tobacco Society, 

Convinced that the society, is: a com- 
bination and a conspiracy in restraint 
of trade under the Sherman anti-trust 
law, the départment of justice is inves- 
tigating its operations ‘on that ground: 

Agents have recently been sent to the 
tobacco-growing regions for the pur- 
pose of making inquiry concerning the 
methods of the association, and they 
have reached the:-conclusion that the 
organization ‘is connected with the 
depredations of the night riders, who 
recently have ereated’so much disturb- 
anew fi ‘that section.’ : 

Tt is Known that the officials in 
echerge of the inquiry have reached 
the conclusion that the organization 
comes within the inhibitions of the 
Sherman law. and there is now a 
well-defined purpose to present the 
matter to the courts. The depart- 
ment is, however, undecided as to 
whether the proceedings shall be 
| civil or criminal. 

The Burley Society is a strong or- 
ganization, composed largely of farm- 
ers, and it is believed -that when 
taken, the government’s action will 
create a sensation. It !s contended 
by the members of the society that 
they have been forced to band them- 
selvés together to resist the opera- 
tions of the American Tobaceo Com- 
pany. The company, the members of 
the society charge, systematically de- 
pressed the market for Kentucky and 
Tennessee tobacco, and kept prices 
down to the lowest point. Further 
justification for theyscreation of the 


society is set forth In the statement 
that the so-called tobacco trust has 
driven down its price on raw tobacco, 
while making no reductions in the 
finished products sold by it.and manu- 
factured from the Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee leaf. 
Lebus Declines to Comment. 
Lexington, Ky., January 3.—Presi- 
dent Clarence Lebus, of the Burley To- 
bacco Society, tonight refused to dis- 
cuss the report from Washington that 
the federal government would prose- 
cute the organization of the tobacco 
Srowers as a trust.

Increase for the Year of $76,- 


114.24, While Month of De« 
cember Showed Largest Re- 
ceipts in the History of the 
Atlanta Office--To Pass the 
Million Mark This Year. 


It’s a million dollars the Atlanta 
postoffice will turn over to the postal 
department of the national govern- 
ment this year, according to the re- 
port to Postmaster Blodgett, which 
has just been laid before him. 

For the past two or three years the 
receipts of the office have been lin- 
gering about the eight and nine hun- 
dred thousand point, but it was not 
until the close of the year just gone 
by that the nine hundred thousand 
mark has been passed. 

When the accountants 
their reports to Postmaster Blodgett 
the figures were astonishing, even to 
him, who has been handling them 
for years. -Knowing, as he has, the 
constant increase monthly and 
for what was placed under his ob- 
servation. 

The report showed that receipts dur- 
ing the month ef December of the year 
gone by were $92,518.93, while for the 
Same month In 1908 the receipts were 
$86,919.79, making an increase for the 
last-month of the last year over the 
last month of 1908 of $5,599.14, and 
making December, 1909, the banner 
month in the history of the Atlanta 
office. 

' During the: calendar year the re- 
ceipts, all ‘fold, were $945/374.71, 

while for the same time in 1008 the 
office took in $865, 260.47, making @ 
difference of $76,114.24 In favor of the 
last year over its predecessor. 

The same percentage of increase 
during 1910 will send the receipts 
for this year way above the mililen 
mark.

Funds Wholly Inadequate. 


J have realized that the funds and 
facilities furnished us for the | city 
prison were wholly inadequate, and I 
have made complaints of the matter 
every year. I have not tried to make 
a sensation out of it, but. in my re- 
ports to council for the past several 
years I have brought the matter to 
thelr attention ag strongly as a man 
possibly could. 

I wish to quote now from my budget 
furnished the finance committee of 
council under date of January 4% 
1909, and which is part of the public 
records of the city of Atlanta. My 
quotation.is from the following parts 
of my report: 

“We very much need prison cells, 
cots and baths, both from a humanl- 
tarian and an economical point of 
view. 

“Prisoners should not be herded, 
neither should they be made to sleep 
on concrete floors. 

“Some day an indignant public will 
take this matter up in a way that 
will be very humiliating to the en- 
tire city administration. 

“Wor the past three or four years 
we have begged for money with which 
to complete the power. 

“We lost the best opportunity At- 
lanta ever had, last year, when the 
entire state was thoroughly aroused 
over the convict question and the 
legislature engaged in a most search- 
ing examination, to advertise herself 
as a ‘mode! city.’ 

“Could we have, at that time, 
vited the legislature and the _ state 
press out to our prison and showed 
them our prison plan complete, which 
would have been as follows; ‘Return- 
ing from work the prisoners pass 
into bath room—take off their work 
clothes—take: shower bath; put on 
long gowns Of suitable material, gir- 
died about the waist; pass up to 4&4 
well-arranged dining room to supper, 
from thence to well-ventilated cells, 
in which two bunks, with clean mat- 
tresses and sheets in each cell, one 
for each prisoner, where they would 
be insured a night of undisturbed rest, 
in each sell, sanitary washstands and 
closets. 

“‘The next morning, after bathing 
their faces and hands, they go to 
breakfast: from thence to the bath 
rooms, where.the long gowns are 
laid aside and working clothes put 
on, and thence to work’ Could this 
panorama have been unfolded before 
such an audience at that time, Such 
adyertisement would have been given 
the city. as she has never had. Ther 
would the state have been willing to 
supply us with all the prisoners we 

ight need. 

. ee cight thousand dollars, judiciously 
| expended, would complete the prison, 
and make it the very best in all the 
south, with the sole exception of the 
new United States prison, and in 
comparison with it we would not be 
humillated. 

“Please give this matter your most 
serious consideration.” 

To Prison Committee. 


Again, on the same day, I addressed 
a communication to the prison cOm- 
mittee of the city of Atlanta, which 


is as follows: 
“To the Honorable Prison Committee 


of the General Council of Atlanta— 
Gentlemen: In my budget for 1909, pre- 
sented to the finance committee, I 
urged the necessity of concrete cells 
for our new prison. 

“We have a magnificent prison bulld- 
ing, but it is very incomplete for want 
of these cells. My plans call for 126 
cells for negro men, and 36 célils for 
white men. 

“Under these cells, on the ground 
floor, we propose building 24 shower 
baths for negroes and 8 for whites. 

“aA neat cell, with two single cots-—a 
stationary washstand and a water 
closet, 

“With these arrangements complete 
we propose each evening, as the squads 
return from work, to require them to 
march into the bath rooms, take off their 
work clothes, then take shower baths, 
put on a long homespun gown extend- 
ing to their ankles, girdled around the 
waist, and then march them up to @ 
well-arranged dining room to supper, 
from thence to their cells—two in a 
cell with a clean cot for each. Next 
morning when called, after a night of 
undisturbed rest, they will bathe their 
face and hands and go down to break- 
fast; from thence to the bath rooms, 
where they will put on their work 
clothes, and from thence to work. 

“Their work clothes should be fur- 
nished by the city—suits of some shade 
of brown, with a letter “A” woven in 
the cloth, which should be ohanged 
twice a week. 

“Thus the prisoners could be’ kept 
clean, and the uniform would help in 
reducing the number of escapes, for 
with these suits on they could be easily 
identified., These daily baths would 
soon enable the prison management to 
get entirely rid of all vermin, 

“Such treatment would greatly. bene- 
fit the physical condition of the prison- 
ers; would also have a normal effect, 
and would, by giving them comfortable 
bedding and a night of undisturbed 
sleep, enable* them to do much better 
work. 

“It is really inhuman to herd a large 
number of prisoners in one room and 
make them sleep on cement floors, The 
public will not uphold us in such an 
arrangement, and when. the state offi-

I could not, out of my own pocket, 
furnish the money to adequately run 
this prison. It was not my duty to do 
so, and would have bankrupted me. 
Neither could I divert funds which were 
given to me at the time for other 
purposes for the stockade. I had to 
keep within my meager allowance. All 
I could do was to call constantly the 
attention of council to’ the need of 
more money for the city stockade. 


Says Seely Is a Liar. 


In conclusion I waaut to say this— 
F’. L. Seely is a coward, a hypocrite and 
a liar. He has no idea of decency, 
ethics, or honor. It is cowardly to per- 
secute a man.when gone owns a news- 
paper and the other man cannot an- 
swer. It is hypocritical for an im- 
ported article like Seely to come Into 
this community, where we have been 
living in peace and quiet, and under- 
take to change every condition we 
have, even to the naming of Decatur 
street Seely.avenue. He is not only a 
hypocrite, a coward and a liar, as I 
have already said, but he is a con- 
ceited ass, and I think his desire for 
the spectacular is as much responsible 
fcr his antics as any other one cause.

Enumerators in South. 


Director Durand, However, Ar- 
ranges So as to Prevent Ne- 
groes From Enumerating the 
Whites --- Durand Gives the 
Reasons for His Action. 


Washington, January 3.—Predicting 
that the coming court will show ap- 
proximately 10,000,000 negroes in the 
United States, directing that negroes 
be selected to count their race in those 
enumeration districts , where blacks 
muster two-fifths or more of the pop- 
viation, and requiring both white and 
negro enumerators, in many southern 
districts to preclude: negroes from 
enumerating whites, Census Director 
Durand today issued general instFuc- 
tions to supervisors: 

“Negroes doubtless can obtain the 
information required from their own 
race more accurately than white 
enumerators,” says Mr. Durand.

FRAUDS ON GOV ERNMENT 


And Customs Receipts Grow 
by Leaps and 


Bounds. 


New York, January 3.—The marked 
increase in customs receipts on pas- 
sengers’ baggage under William Loeb’s 
collectorship, as already shown by 
monthly reports, was brought out in 
greater contrast by figures for the 
year which were made public today. 
The receipts for 1909 were nearly 120 
per cent greater than the combined re- 
ceipts of 1906 and 1907, although the 
latter year had been the ebest in the 
history of the port.

Senator Aldrich is reported to have 
been won Over to the president’s pro- 
gram. Attorney General Wickersham 
has drawn the draft of a bill accord- 
ing to the president’s outline, which 
will be introduced in congress. 

He Will Split Message. 

The president will urge it in a spe-; 
clal message this week. 

The message will be split into two 
parts. The section dealing with the 
trusts will be sent to congress at noon 
Thursday. The section dealing with 
the interstate commerce ltaw, in which 
the roads are directly interested, will 
be deferred until Friday noon. The 
president's special message on the con- 
servation of natural resources is expect- 
ed to be ready for congrese¢ next Mon- 
day. 

It had been his original intention to 
treat together the two subjects of inter- 
state commerce and anti-trust amend- 
ments. It was said late this afternoon 
that the message would probably re- 
ceive greater attention if divided into 
two parts, neither of more than 4,000 
words. 

As a result of the call of the rafroad 
presidents it was said that only a few 
verbal changes would be made in the 
draft of the message dealing with the 
interstate commerce law, and that these 


would be only to the end of clarifying 
the meaning of the recommendations. 
Railway Magnates Considerate. 

President Taft found the railroad 
presidents most considerate in pre- 
senting their views. While deprecat- 
ing the idea of any legislation at all 
at this time, when, they declared, 
eqnditions tn the railroad and indus- 
trial worlds are righting themselves, 
after two years of more or less de- 
pression, they did not seek to deter 
the president from sending in his 
message. They devoted themselves to 
more or less specific objections to the 
bill prepared by Attorney General 
Wickersham, which forms the text of 
the message. The president, it is 
declared, will not attempt to force 
the Wickersham or any other bill 
upon congress. He will say in his 
message that such a bill has been 
drafted, and is at the disposal of the 
appropriate committees of the senate 
and house. The railroad presidents 
themselves admitted that their  ob- 
jections to the proposed amendments 
to the interstate commerce act were 
general in their application to all of 
the amendments. 

The president, however, has..made 
his position clear to J. Plerpont Mor- 
gan fn a brief interview before break- 
fast last Friday morning. Mr. Mor- 
gan, in turn, arranged for today’s 
conference, and advised the railroad 
men to confine themselves to sugges- 
tlons of changes in the amendments 
rather than to attempt to Influence 
the president as to his general course. 

Taft Stands by Guns. 

Mr. Taft has let it be known he 
not only will make recommendations 
for changes in the law. but that he 
expects congress to adopt the sug- 
gestions at this session, and thus 
carry out the promise of the repub- 
lican party as written in the Chicago 
platform. 

Those who attended the conference 
today were Presidents McCrea, of the 
Pennsylvania; Lovett. of the Union 
Pacific and other Harriman lines: 
Brown, of the New York Central; Mel- 
len, of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford; Baer,, of the Philadelphia 
and Reading, and Finley, of the South- 
ern. The railroad presidents brought 
Lewis Cass Ledyard, of New York 
with them as general counsel.

One of the changes which President 
Taft agreed to make in his recom- 
mendations has *o do with the lan- 
Suage of the proposed amendment 
prohibiting, a railroad company from 
acquiring stock in any competing 
railroad after a given date. It was 
claimed that the wording of this pro- 
posed amendment was such ‘that it 
might be hcld to apply to lines like 
the New York Central and the West 
Shore. The latter is, and for many 
years has been, a New York Central 
line, serving virtually as an over- 
flow trackege system on the western 
shore of the Hudson river. 

What Taft Wants. 

The law, as President Taft will 
suggest it, will provide that where a 
railroad owns 50 per cent or more of 
the stock of another, it may acquire 
the remaincer. This, it is said, would 
afford a measure of protection to’mi- 
nority stockholders, for if the rail 
road owning the majority stock 
should be prohibited from acquiring 
any more, the minority would lose 
their only probable purchaser, Where 
a railroad holds less than the majori- 
ty of stock in another line, however, 
it will be provided that it can acquire 
no more, 

Nothing in the Interstate commerce 
amendments will be so drawn as to le- 
galize in any way the holding of stock 
in a competing line where the holding 
of stock comes into violation of the 
anti-trust law. 

The railroad presidents were listened 
to attentively by the president for more 
than two hours. He practically informed 
them that while their views would be 
given every consideration in the final 
wording of the message, he could not 
alter his basic recommendations. 

Rallroads Object to Court. 


Ex-Treasurer of United 
States in Trouble. 


It Is Alleged That Huston and 
Others Have Been Using the 
United States Mails to De 
fraud---They Ran the Nation- 
al Trust Company. 


Washington, January 3.—Former 
United States Treasurer J. N. Huston, 
with offices in New York city; Sam- 
uel Graham, of Montreal, Canada, 
and Harvey M. Lewis and Everett Du- 
four, of this city, were today indicted 
by the grand jury on the charge of 
conspiracy and of using the mails for 
fraudulent purposes. 

The present indictments were the 
outcome of a raid on the offices of 
the ‘National Trust Company here by 
postoffice inspectors last September. 
The company’s scheme for guaranty 
of stock of other companies on the 
basis of a commission of 1 per cent 
of the stock guaranteed was in con- 
nection with the National Trust Com- 
pany of Delaware, which, according 
to the inspectors, was organized with 
$1,000,000 capital and the Washington 
concern’s original capitalization had 
been Increased to $500,000. Lewis 
is said to have figured conspicuously 
as an officlal of both companies. The 
inspectors say they failed to find any 
material funds to justify the guar- 
anty claims. 

Made $4,000 Out of Nothing. 

Washington, January 3.—A scheme 
by which its promoters made $4,000 
in one month without any working 
capital, though claiming a paid-in 
capital stock of $150,000, is charged 
in indictments returned today against 
Joseph A. McNulty, James Richmond, 
alias Herbert S. Braman, and Henry 
Van Vleet, all of Buffalo, N. Y., for 
operating “The Civil Service Instli- 
tute.” The men are alleged to have 
used the mails to defraud. 

The “institute” advertised for rep- 
resentatives, but required of them &4 
$500 subscription to the capital stock 
of the company. The company had 
been in existence just a month. 

Huston a G. O. P. Leader. 

Indianapolis, Ind., January 3.—J. N. 
Huston, indicted by the grand jury at 
Washington on the charge of using 
the mails for fraud, is a native of In- 
diana, and was chairman of the re- 
publican state central committee in 
the campaign of 1886. 

He was appointed to be treasurer 
of the United States by President Har- 
rison, and has not since lived. in In- 
diana. He had been a banker at Con- 
nerville.

“While it is of course true that the 
city bought the site, and will ultimate- 
ly pay for the building, still it was 
these men who, withdut a dollar’s re- 
ward or the hope thereof, except in the 
satisfaction of having served their fel- 
low citizens, supervised every detail of 
the construction, through many weary 
months, giving ungrudgingly of their 
time and energies. . They personally di- 
rected the purchase of steel, brick and 
Other materials .with such zealous care 
that they were enabled to save about 
$37,000 out of the fund provided for the 
structure. With this money they pro- 
vided ample lighting apparatus, about 
6,000 modern opera chairs, many other 
improvements and necessities which 
the city would have been called upon 
to supply.

Bureau of Municipal. Research, 

“In many cities of our country, not- 
ably Denver, Memphis, Houston and 
Boston, I-have not during the year 
the existence of an organjzation known 
as the buréau of municipal research, 
or board of municipal investigation, or 
some similar name. These bureaus or 
boards are composed of the business 
men of the community In which they 
live, and it is their purpose to study 
all municipal problems in a thorough 
end impartial manner and report them 
from time to time to the. public? Such 
a bureau, I believe, would be of great 
benefit to Atlanta. It would have the 
advantage of bringing our business 
people to closer contact with our city 
government, and the result qvould be 
mutually advantageous. Y have heard 
that the Chamber of Commerce is con- 
sidering the operation of some such 
bureau, and I am sure that the city of 
Atlanta will welcome its establishment, 
either by the chamber or others. 

i Schools. 

“Ignorance of the man 
tyranny of the few. Eatutedae te 
power, and it is the possession of 
knowledge that distinguishes the 
freeman from the slave. 

“It has come to be a recognized pub. 
lic duty in practically all civilized 
communities to furnish free educa- 
tion to their young, and I know it 
must be an inspiring thought to every 
member of this body to realize that 
in the forty-one school buildings in 
cur city system, Atlanta Is educating 
nearly 20,000 of her boys and giris. 

“Of these forty-one schools, thirty- 
three are for white children and eight 
for negroes. Seven new schools have 
been added during the last year, of 
which ftve are for white children and 
two for negroes. These schools are 
the Highland Park, the Edgewood, the 
Faith, the Hast Atlanta and tne Tech- 
nological High School, for whites, and 
the Edgewood colored and Carrie 
Steel School for negroes. 

“Many of these schools, however, 
are in such bad repair and so crowded 
that the need for some “new bulldings 
in this department is so well known 
that comment here is unnecessary. 


Medical Iuspection. 


“While on the subject of schools, I 
desire to call your attention to a re- 
port I recently received from Dr. 
Stuart R. Roberts, our city medical 
inspector. 

“Dr. Roberts reports that of 
children e#smined he found normal 
923, or 39 per cent, and he found de- 
fective 1,452, or 61 per cent. 

‘The principal defects in the order 
of their importance were found to be 
the teeth, eyes, adenolds, tonsils, 
glands, skin diseases, anaemia, etc. 

“In every case reports were made 
to the parents, or next of kin, and in 
the majority of cases the children 
were given treatment. The diseases, 
while if left alone, would doubtless 
have become, serious Im ymmost cases, 
readily yielded to treatment, thus 
restoring the child to soundness and 
health. 

“Tt is the intention of the board of 
education to continue these inspec- 
tions until every child in our public 
schools shall have been examined. 

“T am deeply gratified with the 
result of this work. I have also a 
personal interest in it because the in- 
spections were started by council as 
the result of a recommendation I 
made in my inaugural address twelve 
months ago, to which recommendation 
I hope I can refer with @ pardonable

“Our police department has done 
good service during the year. In a 
report recently made to me by Chief 
Jennings, it was shown that the pres- 
ent actual force, including. chief, as- 
sistant chief, captains, sergeants, 
roundsmen, call men, detectives and 
patrolmen, consisted. of 188 men, The 
chief asked for fifty additional men. 
I do not know that,our financial con- 
dition will pernfit ‘the’ granting of 
this request in itm entirety, but I do 
believe that the force should be in- 
creased. ik) 

“One of the paramount duties of 
government is the protection of life 
and property, and with the beginning 
of the present year this important 
duty was extended to a large territory 
caused by the extension of our city 
limits.

“In this connection it gives me 
pleasure to pay tribute to the effi- 
ciency of the department in handling 
the crowds during the recent Automo- 
bile Week.

Ward Physicians. 

“I desire to bring to your atteption 
certain information which recently 
came into my possession regarding 
cur system of ward physicians. 

“I made a request of Dr. J. P. Ken- 
nedy, city. health officer, to supply me 
with all the reports which he had re- 
ceived during the year from the nine 
ward physicians. [ found that some 
of the physicians had made practically 
no reports at all, and that others had 
not followed the requirements of the 
law by giving in detail’ the names of 
the patients, the kind of disease, the 
Place where treated, the number and 
date of visits. I also found that some 
of the physicians, according to their 
own reports, had made so few visits 
that in some instances the salaries 
received would give them as much as 
$6 to $8 per visit. I do not mean to 
say by this that such a physician was 
reglecting his duty in not. making 
more visits, but I do mean to say that 
a system is wrong which allows our 
ward physicians to receive from the 
city three or four times more than 
what a regular physician would ask 
of a regular patient. I caused the 
résults of my investigation to be tab- 
ulated and sent the information 
hus tabulated to Dr. Bernard Wolff, 
/president of the board of h&@alth, Dr. 
“Wolff brought the matter to the at- 
tenflon of the board and a commit- 
tee of that board was appointed to in- 
vestigate the system.” 

“After conferring with that com- 
mittee “I recommend that at the ex- 
piration of the 
ward physicians that the system be 
abolished, and in its stead ree phy- 
siclans be elected after competitive 
examination to the position of health 
officers, who will be paid a fixed sal- 
ary and required to give all their 
time to the city and report direct to 
the board of health. I believe this 
suggestion to be an excellent solution 
of the problem of caring for the 
health of the poor of the city. In ad- 
dition to this duty these health offi- 
cers could be of good service to the 
city in locating unsanitary conditions 
and contagious disease, which are re- 
quired to be reported to the city, but 
which reports in very many cases are 
not made. The old system of ward 
Physicians was inaugurated when the 
city was smal] and is no longer in 
vogue in the larger cities where the 
necessity of having active health of- 
ficers is so important. 


Boards, 


“After twelve months’ 
of the operation of the various 
partmental boards, which consist of 
one. member from each ward and 
mayor and council committee chair- 
men, ex-officlo members, making this 
year twelve members on each board, 
I belleve that these boards are too 
large. I believe this is now recog- 
nized by the members of the boards 
themselves. Twelve men, each with 
their own view and political ward en- 
vironment, make a conservative busi- 
ness administration of the boards 
very difficult. I can see no necessity 
for such large memberships on these 
boards, and believe the affairs of the 
city could be best conducted by a 
smaller number. I therefore recom- 
mend that the city be divided into five 
districts, with regard to population 
and area, and one member for each 
department board from each district 
be elected by. council for a period of 
three years. The present board mem- 
bers to serve out the terms for which 
| they were elected, but no vacancies be 
filled until the newly arranged dis- 
tricts are without representation.

“I suppose that you gentlemen will 
expect something from me on the 
workings of tge state prohibition law 
in our city, and I shall give you a 
brief, candid, and well-weighed state- 
meng of my epinion.

This committee is still 
at work, and [I ho and believe that 
their report will be thorough and com- 
plete, and when made to your honor- 
able body you will take such action 
as may be necéssary. 

“Providing the funds to cemplete the 
stockade and put it in a comfortable 
and sanitary condition must no longer 
be delayed, The building is well 
planned and constructed of concrete 
and can be made Into one of the best 
prisons in the country at no very great 
additional expense, and I hope that 
the general counci] will make. the 
necessary appropriation at once, and 
aiso provide sufficient number of uni- 
forms to require the prisoners to bathe 
and change. their clothing as _  fre- 
quently as may be found necessary. 


Bonds. 


“In 1908 the Chamber of Commerce 
made a careful investigation of the 
important civic needs of Atlanta. 
Realizing that it would be impossible 
to make the improvements found 
necessary out of the current revenue 
of the city, the Chambef of Commerce 
recommended an issue of $1,500,000 of 
bonds for the tmprovement of water- 
works, sewers and schools. When this 
matter was brought to the attention 
of the general counoil, that body saw 
the wisdom of the proposed bond is- 
sue and approved it, but owe to an 
error in making the rate of interest 
at 3% per cent, the bonds could not 
be sold at par, as the law requires, 
and the issue was never voted “updn 
by the people. Further investigation 
by the general council of the needs of 
the city, especially in view of the fact 
that its territory had increased from 
132% to 26 square miles, proved that 
the issue proposed would be insuffi- 
cient to meet the present and rapidly- 
increasing demands upon the, city. 
After many meetings and carétully 
studying the estimated cost of the 
needs of the waterworks, sewers 
and schools, etc., council passed 
an ordinance approving an _ issue 
of $3,000,000 bonds to be used 
for the improvement of thé city as 
follows: $600,000 school, $1,350,000 
sewers. $900,000 waterworks ,$100,000 
hospitals, $50,000 crematories. The 
bonds election has been called for 
February 15, 1910, and the people of 
the city will vote on the question at 
that time. So much has been said and 
written in the past three years about 
the urgency of the bond issue that I 
can add but little to the subject. I will 
say, however, two things—First, that 
all of these improvements are badly 
needed and none of the improvements 
can be made out of the present current 
revenue of the city. The demands on 
the various® operating departments of 
the city are increasing so rapidly that 
it will be impossible to maké any

“We have had during the year a 
thorough inspection of our parks, and 
plans made by the firm of Olmsted 
Brothers, one of the most distinguish- 
ed firms of landscape and park en- 
gineers in the United States. Under 
their suggestions the board of park 
commissioners have proceeded to 
beautify Grant and Piedmont parks, 
by the removal of unnecessary trees, 
by the opening of driveways, by the 
planting of shrubs and flowers, and 
in other ways, This work will be con- 
tinued during the present year. 

“Tt stated in my inaugural address 
that the modern cities throughout the 
country no longer regarded parks as 
an aesthetic indulgence, but as a com- 
mercial necessity. Atlanta owns a 
beautiful tract of about 150 acrea in 
Piedmont Park. The old exposition 
buildings have nearly all been re- 
moved and this splendidly-located 
tract now awalts development. 
is practically useless in its .present 
shape and as its commercial vale Is 
at least $200,000, although it only cost 
the city $60,000, Atlanta cannot afford 
to let it remain idle, when there are 
thousands of our people, young and 
old, who would enjoy it if improved 
and made attractive. I therefore hope 
council will make a liberal appropria- 
tion for this park in order that the 
plans of Olmsted Brothers may be 
carried out as rapidly as possible. 

“In this connection I will say that 
the $500 appropriated during the last 
ear for-~playgrounds was expended 
be Joseph C. Logan, manager of the 
Associated Charities. Mr. Logan and 
Dr. Toepel, physical director of our 
public schools, have stated that the re- 
eultgs obtained from this small sum 
were most beneficial. 

“Mr. Logan has suggested that this 
sum be larger for the present year and 
that its expenditure be put in the 
hands of the board of park commis- 
sioners. I think this is a wise sugges- 
tion. I trust that your honorable body 
will find it possible to increase the ap- 
propriation for playgrounds during 
the year. 


Screens and Manure Piles. 


“During the year a very important 
ordinance was passed which provided 
that all .surface closets of our city 
should be screened and all manure 
piles covered. This was done to pre- 
vent the spread of disease by files, 
which uSually congregate in large 
numbers around places of this kind. 
The ordinance has been put into effect 
and & is believed by members of the 
board of health, the city health officer, 
and the chief of sanitary department, 
that diseases growing. out of the pres- 
ence of old conditions have been 
greatly lessened.

“T am informed by our leading real 
estate dealers that practically all of

That this 
is a fact cannot be doubted by those 
of you who have had occasion to 
make even the most cursory Iinves- 
tigation of the question. 

“Again it can be fairly stated that 
the value of real estate hag never 
been so high in the history of the city. 
That this is true can be seen from 
the almost daily transfer of real 
property, both in small and in large 
sales, and in every case the seller ap- 
pears to be making a _ satisfactory 
profit. While it is true that Atlanta 
has largely profited during the pres- 
ent year from having received her 
mart of the goldén stream of §150,- 
00,000 derived from Georgia’s prince- 
ly cotton crop, and while it is true 
that the general advance in all lines 
of commercial and industrial activity, 
is largely responsible for this result, 
still it is nevertheless true that these 
sresults are being obtained while our 
city is working under the state pro- 
hibition law. It cannot be overlooked, 
however, that in 1907 the city received 
$135,612.50 from liquor licenses, while 
in 1909 the total receipts from the 
near beer licenSe was $31,500. The loss 
of this revenue has been felt in financ- 
ing the city, but L am glad to say 
that we have been able to meet the 
urgent demands of our growing city, 
and our financial sheet at the. close of 
the year was free from debts. 


Enforeement of the Law. 


“It is gratifying to state that this 
Epon law is being well enforced 
n our community. I know there are 
those who may doubt this statement, 
but it {s nevertheless true, as will be 
seen from the following figures:

What the Negro Is Doing for 


Himself. 

Editor Constitution: The negro ts 
a backward race, struggling to take 
his place as a useful American citizen. 
He can be very greatly encouraged by 
even a kindly word spoken by his 
white neighbors. 

In every large city of the south, 
there are negro contractors and build- 
ers. In the execution of the contracts, 
these builders are required to make a 
personal or surety bond for the faith- 
ful performance of the contract. To 
be able to make these bonds, con- 
tractors must have considerable cash, 
an4 unencumbered property far In ex- 
cess of their liabilities. Negro con- 
tractors with these requirements have 
no difficulty in making their bonds. 

R. E. Pharrow, of Birmingham, has 
made wonderful success along thas 
line. Twenty-five years ago he left 
bis native town in Georgia. where he 
served his apprenticeship at less than 
50 centg,a week and was secured a 
position in Augusta, Ga. Here he 
worked at $1.25 a day. Five years 
later, he moved to Atlanta. where he 
secured employment by a white friend 
at $2.00 a day and at the same time 
attending night school.: In 1902. Phar- 
row was drawing a salary of $6.59 per 
day as foreman of one of the largest 
contracting firms in the south. Later, 
he went in business for himself, con- 
Structitig several! large buildings in 
Birmingham, costing from $5,009 to 
$21,000. At first, he was only able to 
take contracts for the labor, while 
the owners furnished the material. 
During the last four years, Pharrow 
has been able by having sufficient 
cash and unencumbered property to 
make straight contracts, furnishing 
both material and labor. Probably 
his largest contract was the First Con- 
gregzational church, of Atlanta, Ga., at 
a cost of $35,000.

As a hot day, it will doubtless 
stand undisputed for some time 
come. Nor was yesterday the only hot 
time Atlantans have experienced this 
year. 

Sunday night the humidity was so 
{ntense that it was the chief topic of 
conversation on Monday. Hundreds of 
people, .especially those in steam- 
heated houses, were unable to sleep 
on Sunday night, despite the fact the 
heat was turned off. 

In many homes Monday the furnace 
was allowed to die out; and no heat 
was turned on at all through the day. 

Following the intensely cold weath- 
er which characterized December, it 
would seem that Father Time had 
made a mistake and let a June day 
slip in through an inadvertency. But 
this summerish weather is to be of 
| short duration, according to the local 
forecaster, who says: : 

“The warm period will not last long. 
A marked area of high barometer, 
with a cold wave, has appeared in the 
northwest. The temperature has fallen 
to 20 coprecs below zero in Montana 
(Miles ty), and is 16 below at Du- 
luth. Remarkable contrasts in tem- 
perature within short 
shown; for example, the 7 a. m. tem- 
perature at Nashville was 62 degrees, 
at St. Louis 22 degrees, a. difference 
of 40 degrees within a few hundred 
miles. The cold wave will probably 
flow southward rather slowly, but it 
will be colder Tuesday.”

Atlanta theater-goers of every 
shade of taste will find splendid en- 
tertainment in “The Round-Up,” which 
last night opened a week's engage- 
ment at the Grand. This spectacular 
drama of life on the Arizona plains 
was produced in a manner which in 
all points measured up to the standard 
set by the New York production, ac- 
cording to those Atlantans who saw 
the play in the metropolis. 

The third act of “The Round-Up,” 
in which occurs the battle between 
Arizona deputies, led by Sheriff 
‘Slim Hoover,” and United States 
cavalrymen on one side ands the 
Apaches on the other, is easily out of 
the class of anything ever shown, be- 
fore on an Atlanta stage. It is safe 
to say that gallery space will be at 
@ premium throughout the stay of 
“The Round-Up” in Atlanta, and lov- 
ers of the productions of Charles E. 
Blaney will see that their idol has 
much to learn in the art of the spec- 
tacular, even in the stage consump- 
tion of gunpowder. But the apprecia- 
tion of this sceng will not be Mmited 
to the galleries, as it is One which 
grips the entire audience. While the 
popping of pistols, the rattle of rifles, 
and the steady roar of the rapid-fire 
gun works the gallery gods into a 
frenzy of excitement, there are many 
fine points to catch the most fastidi- 
ous. The snapshot with which “Dick 
Lane” catches an Apache who from 
an overhanging cliff is just about to 
send a rifle ball into “Jack Payson,’ 
wins its burst of applause, only to 
be forgotten as the Indian pitches 
over the cliff and catches on a pro- 
jection, from which his body Is sus- 
pended throughout the remainder of 
the act. . 

The setting for this act is most 
artistic, being a canyon in the bad 
lands of the southwest. The red light 
of the alkali desert catches the at- 
tention of the audience with the ris- 
ing of the curtain and the filing of 
the Apache horsemen down the cliffs 
gives the needed premonition of what 
is coming.

coyote of the Lazy K. outfit, furnish 
the best of the production's entértain- 
ment outs!de of the great third act. 

It is around “Slim Hoover” that the 
whole play revolves and into this role 
Mr. Holmes has put a personality that 
makes the .part worthy of the central 
figure that it holds. He may not roll 
the cigarette with his left hand as 
cleverly as did Macklin Arbuckle, who 
was the sheriff in the original New 
York company, 
many bright bits of homely philosoghy, 
in quickness of gunplay, and in the 


sentimental touches he leayes no room 
for comparison.

ATTEMPT AT ADVANCE 
PROVED A FAILURE 


Stock Market Hampered by the 
Pinch in the at 
Mark et. 


New York, eineaie 3.—An attempt 
was made to~start the new year with 
an advance in prices of stocks as a 
demonstration of cheerful confidence in 
the opening prospect. Immediately, 
however, the higher prices encountered 
selling orders sufficient to turn them 
downwards. The movement forward 
met obstacles, such as made it abortive. 
The pinch in the money market proved 
a drag on stock market operations on 
the long side, but sentiment was more 
or less depressed by a number of other 
factors in the outlook, particularly the 
government's attitude toward corpora- 
ticns and tHe prospect of labor disputes. 
The rate for call loans had risen early 
in the day to a higher level than was 
touched during the whole of last year, 
and in fact, the year before, which 
ran into the after-panic depression of 
all forms of enterprise, following the 
disappearance of the money stringency 
in January of 1908. The highest call 
loan rate in that month was 9 per cent, 
compared with today’s 14 per cent, The 
complexion of the bank statement pub- 
lished after the close of the stock mar- 
ket on Friday made clear the reason 
for the contraction of supplies in to- 
day’s money market. The surplus re- 
serve was depleted to a slender rem- 
nant, while the huge money settlements 
are still to be provided for in large 
part. Reduction of lgans by the clear- 
ing house institutions was thus made 
imperative. The fact that relief was 
not forthcoming from other sources, as 
has been done so often in the recent 
past, when the money situation threat- 
ened, gave rise to inferences that the 
rowertfu! financial leadership had be- 
come unfriendly to the speculative 
position in the stock market. The great 
private banking houses most largely 
concerned with the financial operations 
of the principal railroad and industrial 
corporations of the country, have given 
much evidence of abundant cash re- 
sources in the recent past, as to imply 
ample ability to reliefs a flurry in the 
money market. Absence of such relief 
today prompted an inference that high- 
er rates for their money was more de- 
sired by those powerful sources than 
higher prices for stocks. As the same 
forces have been credited with foster- 
ing the long speculative movement dur- 
ing the past year, there was a corrol- 
lary inference that extensive liquida- 
tion of their stockholdings had been 
already effected. In other directions 
the speculation saw discouragement. 
Railroad presidents were in consulta- 
tion with the president of the United 
States at the white house to voice their 
oppcsition to his proposed recommen- 
dations for extending the power of the 
interstate commerce commission over 
the railroads 

From various courts came reminders 
of the progress of legal processes 
against the great corporations—the 
Standard Oil Company, the American 
Tobacco Company and the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad. Important decisions in 
the pending eases are to be looked for- 
ward to as possible influences on the 
future stock market. 

An effect was produced by reports of 
differences between the United States 
Steel Corporation and some of its em- 
ployees and the sentimental] influence 
of the special weakness of United 
States Steel on the whole list was con- 
siderabie. The large attention in the 
annyal summing up of conditions by 
the great authorities and the conse- 
quent high cost of living gave added 
force to the wage question. The spe- 
cial weakness of United Stateg Steel, 
Reading and Union Pacific contrasted 
with the resistance shown by Rock Is- 
land, Chesapeake and Ohio and Amal- 
gamated Copper pointed to a diver- 
ence of sentiment [In the speculative 
forces, but the forcés of reaction proved 
predominant, and the weakness became 
quite acute with the final flurry in call 
money.
